It bad been previously proposed by the Egyptian Government t.bat the Mi sod Courts 
should not exercise jurisdiction in cases where a local subject sued the Dai re Adminititm- 
tionjj the Ttailway Board, or the Municipality of Alexandria. Owing to tile opposition 
which this sc he tin: encountered, it has been, jthougEit advisable to abandon the original 
proposal in far as 1 be 0aYm and ItaUway Board are concerned. On iSuj other band, 
Mu: French Government, from whom ibe opposition mainly emanated, 1 jlivg now iniimated 
their intention to accept several iunendnumtg of some iirtjiortaiwe E;i the Codes which »m 
submitted to the Power* ft k-w years ago, hut which could not be carried into dfca owing 
to the unwillingness of the French Gove rumour, to accept them* 

Th® compromise, pfajdr is flic result of lengthy hegoUatious between the Egyptian 
Minister for Foreign Affairs and the French Consul-General, is, l venture to think, .i fair 
one, 1 have, thci^orc, the honour to request your Lordship's permission to adhere, hi 
ibe name of I lev Majesty's Government, to the proposed .Decree. 

There can ho little doubt that the consent of all the Governments concerned will hi. 
obtained. 1 bus, on the 1st February, 1000, Lite abject bus to prolonging the Mixed 
Courts for a further quinquennia! period will he removed.

I HAVE in previous dcsjxi Echos explained that a Comm Lesion was appointed to 
consider what changes it would be possible and desirable to make in the Hiked Code 
on the subject of the Law regulating fraudulent bankruptcy. The British Chamber of

W ETH reference to my telegrams Nos, 161 and 166 of the 22 nd mid 30th ultimo 
respectivdv, I Imve the honour to forward to your Lordship herewith a c»r>y of the 
draft Ufiiulftlious for the election of a Greek Pntriixiceh for Alexiiudtin,, n Inch uere 
dvriwn up in 1874 by the loading members of the Grook ecclesiastical hierarchy and 
the- Notables of the community, for submi^on to the Egyptian Government. 

It seems now quite impossible to trace wind became of this document at the 
time hut it is pretty clear that it was never submitted at Constantinople, The only 
archives beating or' the subject in the possession of the Egyptian Government area 
correspondence between Ismail I’uslin and the Grand 1 itier in in uhh.h flu 

Vnzi'-ov raised the question how far Hellenic subjects had a right to vote for the 
Patriarch, and proposed ns a compromise, in view of the local agitation, that Hellenic 
subjects wins had been live years resident in Egypt should be allowed to vote with 
local subjects. This proposal was strongly disapproved at. OouHt-nntiiiople, and ilm 
principle was laid down that- only rayatis could be candidates or electors.

Tlie Greeks in Esgypt are much divided on the question of the election, and 1 do 
not anticipate that it will be- easy to secure the cooperation of a working majority 
with t.he Government, if. ns it- seems logical to do, I ho Government maintain that 
electors must- he confined to local subjects. 

Meanwhile, the condition of the Patriarch is growing daily more precarious, and 
should his death ensue before any decision has been cocao to, sl. somewhat; serious 
situation, will be produced. Every attempt will he made to cotec to some working 
arrangement, but should nil negotiation* fail, I venture to submit that the Belt eourae 
Will bn for the Egyptian Government to define a form of procedure, based on the 
proposals which have been submitted to them, with such modifications as they may 
consider necessary, and to notify that 1 only an election carried out according to this 
procedure will he considered valid and be conftrmed. 

The Regent is instinctively averse to incurring the charge of interfering with 
she spiritual concerns of auv religious body, hut Is willing to under take this course 
jf he is assured that if will lia-vu the approval and support of Her Alajesiy’s 
Goyfement.

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TVIelet.UA who holds the rank of Grand Protosynccllos, was elected substitute by 
32 votes against 10 recorded in favour of the Metropolitan of The!mid. The minority 
was composed of eight Syrian priests and two Greeks, The majority were, 1 under¬ 
stand, all Greeks, 

The Mei.ro politan of the Thebaid lodged a protest against the election on the 
grounds that it lad not been properly presided over, the Vicar-General having no 
right to preside in his presence ; that two Bishops belonging to Egypt were absent; 
that the successful candidate was of inferior rank to himself; and, finally, that he was 
of Greek origin. 

The Government decided to take no notice of this protest. They considered the 
meeting had been properly convened, the Vicar-General having been appointed by the 
late Patriarch before Ids death, and no protest having been made to the appointment. 
The absence of the two Bishops was duo to the fact that they bad been exiled tiom 
the country by the Patriarch in virtue of his hierarchical powers, and the election of a 
substitute admitted of no delay. There was precedent Cor the appointment of a 
substitute of lesser rank than that of a Bishop; in fact, oh the last occasion when ibe 
Patriarchate was vacant, the substitute, who was, 1 understand, in view of the discords 
prevailing here, nominated by the Patriarch of Constantinople, was only an Arc hi- 
xrmndriife, The last point, however, required some examination. The successful 
candidate was imdoubtcdly of Hellenic origin. But nil Hellenes who take service 
abroad without sanction of their Government lose their title to HellcSic nations Tty, 
and, the Patriarchate being a local and ray ah institution, the fact of entering into i-hat 
body entails subjection to local jurisdiction* A considerable number of ecclesiasl ical 
precedents can be cited in favour of tins point of view, and as there did not appear to 
be any other Prelate in the body possessing the necessary instruction, the Government, 
after receiving adequate assurances as to bis present status, decided to confirm bis 
election. In so doing, however, they took the opportunity of reminding him that 
candidates for the Patriarchate must be local subjects. 

The Metropolitan of the Thebaid called upon me to express his dissent with the 
view taken by the Government ( explained to him that his protest came rather late. 
The Government had acted in accordance with the view of the majority, and in the 
interests of public order; It had been obvious for many years past that the j?atrim r oh 
SophroiiicSj whose age was variously estimated from fJS to 105 years, could no! live 
much longer. It rested with the ecclesiastical chiefs to prepare their measures lie fore¬ 
hand and propose any sc lie me they considered satisfactory. He had. however, waited 
till after the Patriarch*® death to make his voice heard in a protest against the 
measure* approved lay the Government, which had been based on I he procedure 
indicated by tins late Patriarch liim&cif and supported by an overwhelming majority of 
the local clergy.

I do not anticipate any further opposition* Tho election of the substitute was 
accomplished so rapidly that little time elapsed for party organization* He has 
entered upon his functions, and is to-day presiding at. the funeral of the late 
Patriarch

The Grand Yiaier has now telegraphed to the Regent* dtjijihnding that ,v Ah mod 
Eey, a military descrter/ J should he arrested, and sent to Constantinople under escort 
The contention of the Regent is that the term "■deserter 11 is uot applicable to 
officers, who may resign their commissions 5 the arrest, therefore, canuot lie carried 
out oil this ground. , 

Mouitapha Pasha Feb my proposes to take the following line m this matter, but 
before acting he would be glad to know whether his views meet, with your lordship's 
approval, and whether he may count on your support. 

Ho would ascertain whether Ahmed Iky has resigned, and if not, suggest Lis 
doing so. A telegram could then ho aem to the Grand Vizier, suiting that there was 
no deserter of the name of Ahmed Bey in Egypt, that a retired officer of that 
inline could not be surrendered, us ih> criminal charge had been pretexted against him.

The Pali-Islamic Secret Society, to which 1 referred in my despatch quoted above, 
has been greatly encouraged hy the reception which His Im^enal Majesty the Sultan 
has lately accorded to iSic agitator Mbustuphu Ramol, the nature oi which—■however well 
it may meet the views of certain political parties here—lias been 1 ho cause id considerable 
surprise and regret among many of the more reputable and intelligent memb ers of native 
society. 

On lug iirrivnl at Genstantinople, Mousuipha Kamel, who was furnished with warm 
letters of reeonu 11 endation from the Ottoman AmbsSpulor at t’aris and other Lhirkisli 
Notabilities, submitted Lo the Sultan a lengthy .Memorandum, detailing the miserable 
condition of Egypt* the aspirations of the entire people townrds the resumption ol more 
direct rule by His Imperial Majesty, and thy vigorous measures which be and his coad¬ 
jutors were prepared to adopt if assured of 1 ,lie approval and HUjjport of the Caliph. Lie 
produced also a number of letters mid other documents purporting to emanate iro-in the 
numerous malcontents In Brit]Mi India, and expressing sentiments identic with those 
attributed to the Egyptian people, 

Mouslapha Kamel spoke in Ingh terms of the loyal conduct ol the Khedive, who 
steadfastly declined to lend lihnsell to the persistent elfortu of the biigli^h jiuthuritieg 
shake l he lull ounce of the Sultan ns Caliph, and ventured to urge tlinl His liigliiieas 
should receive some direct encouragement to persevere in this altitude. I should add in. 
this connection that t consider it. highly improbable that Mouskapha Kamel bud any 
authority from trie Khedive to use this language, os His Highness both dislikes and 
mistrusts him, 

Kindly, lu; asked that support mid ansi stance should ho accorded to the Anglophone 
F&n-Ldamic Society and newspaper, lo which 1 previously referred, undertaking on behalf 
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of himself and his colleagues that a powerful engine should be created by these means 
for the prosecution of the Paa-Ikkuhic campaign both in Egypt and in India. 

1 am informed that His Imperial Majesty was much gratified and impressed by 
Rtoustapha Kamel’s Memorandum and observations. As your Lordship is aware, a high 
civil -rad0 was conferred upon bifli, and in addition the rank of “Sanieh” Aky) has 
now been accorded to \m brother, und others of bis friends and partisans have received 
marks of His Imperial Majesty's favour. A certain Selim Hnmawi, a Syrian who edits a 
low-class Anglopbobc pnpor bore, ami on whom the Sultan conferred the rank of Pusba 
dome years ago* has also received, during a recent visit to Constantinople, most striking 
marks of the approval with which Ids political attitude is viewed by the Sultan, Lie waa 
entertained ui YUJIk with honours usually accorded to foreign Ambassadors or persons 
of the highest- distinction, urged to maintain his loyal and patriotic attitude, and 
materially 'assisted in so doing by the gift of a considerable sum of money. 

Ycmr Lordship will readily conceive that intelligence of this nature which is being 
perpetually received from Constantinople at present,, tends in no small degree to Jreop 
alive, in spite of the iiS-succoss which nt Lends their ofForfsin Egypt* iho 1 da directed real 
of the so-called patriots, The approbation of His imperial AluRsty and, aUll more, 
substantial tokens of that approbation, are naturally strong incentives to^ the Eg; pilau 
Moslems; and as it is well understood, from the numerous examples of the last tew 
years, that the profession ot Anglophnlje proclivities, combined with zeal Iue the 
propaganda of Paii-Islamiam, is the surest means to attain tins end. It appears, uoi 
improbable that the secret societies now'in progress of formation may before long assume 
a mote serious charaoter.
